SOCCER NEWS 
EDITORIAL. 


HARMONY WILL ACHIEVE 


THIS space in the “Soccer News” Annual Review of 1956 
was occupied by an editorial headed “Much To Be Done,” 
which indicated very briefly that ‘‘a great deal of organis- 


ational development has yet to be done to put the game on a ~ 


firmer foundation.” 

It was gratifying to note that this work was begun early 
this season through a Council sub-committee known as the 
Committee of General Enquiry. 

Then a cloud appeared on the horizon. Some observers 
felt that the gigantic scope of the Committee’s agenda could 
defeat itself — that a great deal of time must elapse, and 
much obstruction and dissension had to be overcome, before 
concrete results were achieved. é 

Fortunately, this evaluation has already been found to 
be exaggerated. ; 

Following its policy of convening small meetings, the 
Committee decided to meet each division separately on the 
subject of league re-formation, and requested First Division 
clubs to send delegates to its first hearing last week. 

EVERY CLUB RESPONDED WITH TWO DELEGATES, 
and a most enlightening meeting, in the form of a round- 
table conference chaired by Dr. Charles Walker, resulted. 

In a most cordial and progressive atmosphere, and in the 
short space of two hours, views were expressed by every club 
on the questions of the formation of a State League, the 
registration and transfer of players, the likelihood of increas- 
ing each league to 12 clubs, the possibility of several divi- 
sional League Management Committees, and ways and means 
of overcoming the difficulties of creating and managing junior 
teams. 

If subsequent meetings are equally successful, progress 
will be more rapid than was previously thought possible.
